DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1, 4, 6- 
31 , 35 and 37-54 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

In regard to claim 1 , among other limitations, the base being free of through 
holes is neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. In regard to claim 29, 
among other limitations, the at least one elastic bar integrally extending from the 
housing body is neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. In regard to 
claim 54, among other limitations, the membrane being directly bonded to the at least 
one elastic bar and wherein the at least one elastic bar integrally extends from the 
housing body are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
